In tlie natural 
course ol things tlia mines must eventually 
Ijo cxiiiiusteil. iMen will hiive to soltle down 
to quiult't mill less excniii^ tmployments. 
TliH c'lmiMcler ol tlio p.itierit ploiKler must 
then bo adopted by the whole country. I'ro- 
ffperity nnd progress mu.'<t then be atinined by 
the gensrnl nnd well dircuteJ industry which 
now distinguishes well ordered commuuities 
in Europe and America not depeudiog upon 
goM mines for ihcir p Jvant'emeot. But cnii- 
not we even now make some endeavor to 
nnticipain llie stiilo of tilings wliicli must 
in the end c nie to p&::s '/ A.s in Calilornia 
aud Australia we will always have in theg 
colonies a number of disappointeil men, who 
hare tried gold mining and found fortune 
n^'ainst them, nnd having spent all their 
money, are willing to work at whatever 
honest einploymi iit turns up. The limited 
number of pursuits yet opened in those new 
couutries mu.st of course bo comparatively 
easy supplied with labor. A considerable 
number of idle men will therefore be forced 
to go elsewhere, out of the colony, in scaroh 
of employment. Every man leaving is of 
course n loss that any new nod thinly popu- 
lated country can ill allord. Can we not 
tlicrcfore widen the field of employment .' 
'J'liis is a queslion wo must keep cuiistaiilly 
before ns, not, however, to be merely con- 
templated or discussed, but to be acted upon. 

What have we in the raw state that re- 
quires to be inanufiietnred to render it avail- 
able as a sonren of enipluyment and prolil '1 
What new brcHiehes of industry can be 
iniuiguraled in Vancouver Jslun : or Uritisli 
Columbia that will absorb and retuin some 
portion of our lioalin;; popnlulion ? At pres- 
ent wo have the salmon season. What Uns 
been done to avail ourselves of the source of 
income that onr waters teem with? How 
many men have we employed in eatchinpr, 
curinf! and putting up liali far homo con- 
fiumplion or for foreign markets ! 'I'lieso are 
qneslions that suggest thein-selves nriturally 
enough when we sonietimcB meet with fine 
able-bodied men complaining of dearth of 
employment. 

' No' sooner: do \io hear that a coraraence- 
mont has been made ' in the branch of 
business fir^t alluded to and that an en- 
terprising iiulividiml hud begun to fill 
a foreign oriler for a few luindre 1 barrels 
than wo are told that the present searcily and 
high price of salt in our market operates ns 
a bar to a more extended trade. Xow why 
should we be dependent upon foreign sources 
lor our supply of salt any more than for our 
salmon and our barrels? We have brine 
springs of the richest quality not n great 
ninny miles from Victnrin. What in to pre- 
vent their being turned to a piolitaljl.; use / 
If they manufacture salt in Knghiml and the 
Slate of New York why can it not be done 
here ? The Onondaga brine springs in the 
Stale of New Vork yield millions of bushels 
of salt every year and supply not only the 
adjuccnt Stales, but the large agrieullural 
population of Canada with ihi.-' us"fnl arliclo. 
All that has to bo manufactured in a Stale 
where no coal is found and where most of 
the available wood is used up. 

Now what is to prevent Salt Spring Island 
becoming a seat of the salt manufacture ! 
We must have such manufactures some day, 
why not make a commencement now, and 
open at least one other source of employnienl. 
There is nn reason wliy wo could not mannfiic- 
ture ihe article cheap enough lo sell as well us 
to u«^i'. The seat of the inanufiicture could 
be easily iipproaehed by water, so as lo ena- 
ble iimchiiiery and apparatus to be trans- 
ported for commencing the work. There is 
any quantity of timber on the Island and 
the mainland adjacent, whieh would give ns 
fuel liir cvpporling the Lrine, or for eonsltuet- 
iiig barrels, and if it should he required at 
any futuie lime coal a So may be had close at 
hand. Allogelher there are very few places 
indeed more fa rornbly situated in all respects 
fur this branch of luannfacturiug industry. 
As to its paying, we do nut see why it 
should not if properly conducted. It is true 
that the local demand is not yet vejy great, 
but it must naturally be conManlly and ra])- 
idly inerea.'.ing. The pnpnlation of the whole 
iKulhern coast is every day growing larger. 
The extensive prosecution of our lisheries 
and those of the American eoast will not 
likely be much longer delayed. Our con- 
nection with foreign countries and foreign 
ports is becoming more intimate and likely 
to find us a market for everything wo can 
produce, f^el us got the salt maiuifactuie 
established, and it will bo strange indeed if 
we cannot dispose o( it with prulit. II 
our American noighbora manage lo initiate 
and carry cut successfully so many branches 
of mhnufacture, wp do not see why we cannot 
do the enmc.

The Hoyal 
ij.ik IS ordered to join the Channel si|uadron 
at I'ublana to proceed on a cruise lor liial. 

flue of the new class of iron-clad frij^ates, 
approved by the House of Commons, is or- 
dered to bo laid down on slui .\o.

Mr. Ciirties's I'alont .Screw, of which

S 
in Hnrdoii, 129 tons. 

It appeals by tho Post Oflico Keport, that 
ninety-si.N; steam vessels, of an aggregate of 
1 10,000 tons, and 3tj,0U0 horse power, are 
employed in the conveyance of mails, to parts, 
exclusive ol Ireland, the Channel Islands, 
Orkney, and Zetland. Tho largest vessel is 
the Scotia, of ;!,87L tons, and lUOO horse 
power. Tlio suiallesl tin: Vivid, of 300 tons, 
and 128 horse power. The distance traversed 
by these vessels in 1802, was3,ll4,l.')0 miles, 
and the average Speed ten miles and a half 
p .r hour. Tim oflicers and men employed 
were upwards of 8,000. During tho last year 
live mail packets were totally wrecked, but 
the only loss of life was one officer and four 
men.
